shyness  is  shown  by  the  following  state¬ 
ment,  made  by  Dr.  G.  W.  Kuna  of  New 
York,  whose  wide  experience  makes  his 
opinion  well  worth  considering: 

“Shyness  is  as  much  a  disease  m  scar¬ 
let  fever.  It  is  recognized  as  u  symptom 
of  dementia  or  melancholia,  just  as  au 
extremely  strong  will**d  person,  or  one 
who  is  what  is  termed  unusually  self 
assertive,  is  regarded  by  physicians  as  a 
poaible  subject  for  acute  paresis. 

“This  irtiynesa  takes  various  forms, 
such  asr  sudden  feeling  of  faintness 
and  weakness  on  looking  down  from 
aay  extreme  height.  It  is  present  when 
a  woman  persists  in  looking  under  tbe 
bed  before  retiring,  althungb  she  knows 
full  well  that  there  in  yo  man  there.  I 
know  of  ona  oaae  of  a  woman  who, 
when  she  tarns  cut  the  gr\  invariably 
lights  a  match  to  see  it  she  has  turned 
it  completely  off,  and  nioa  tirnee  out  of 
ten  she  lights  another  match  to  see  if 
she  threw  tbe  first  match  into  the  coal 
■cuttle  or  fireplace.  That  is  another  form 
of  what  may  be  termed  shyuesg, 

system  which  is  run  down  leads  to  this 
condition  of  mind.  The  continual  think¬ 
ing  ufon  any  subject,  or  wbat  is  termed 
brooding  over  a  certain  thing,  leads  to 
this.  If  not  checked  in  time,  melan¬ 
cholia  results. 

“This  shyness  is  as  common  to  men 
as  to  women.  Some  men  seem  embar¬ 
rassed  and  ill  at  ease  when  in  tbe  pres¬ 
ence  of  women,  while,  on  the  other 
hand,  it  is  often  noticed  that  the  pres¬ 
ence  of  gentlemen  makes  some  women 
very  ill  at  ease,  only,  In  justice  to  the 
sex,  it  must  be  stated  that  this  very 
rarely  happens. 

“There  are  many  reasons  for  these 
facts,  but  the  most  common  one  is  ill 
health.  Should  a  person  so  troubled  go 
to  a  physician,  he  or  ahe  would  be  re¬ 
garded  as  possessing  symptoms  indicat¬ 
ing  a  lack  of  will  power  and  approach¬ 
ing  insanity  in  some  farm.  There  are 
waves  of  morbid  shyness,  jnst  as  there 
are  waves  of  iueanity.  There  are  waves 
of  certain  kinds  of  snioide,  resnltiDg 
from  insanity.  There  are  waves  of 
hridgs  jumping,  killing  witl^  razor*  or 
knives,  shooting  and  death  by  poison. 

“Many  suicide*  aro  due  to  temporary 
insanity,  brought  on  by  a  variety  of 
caosea.  One  of  the  first  symptoms  is 
ahjneaa  Persons  afflicted  with  this 
shyness  never  take  up  auy  of  the  sciences 
or  professions  or  become  students.  They 
lack  tbe  will  power  necessary  to  do  so. 

Where  the  normal  mind  of  mau  over¬ 
comes  difficulties  and  troubles  when 
they  come,  the  shy,  retiring  man  seeks 
relief  in  suicide.  ” 

Dr.  Henry  Oampbell,  who  is  the  phy¬ 
sician  in  charge  of  the  Northwest  Lon¬ 
don  hospital,  says  that  morbid  shyness 
is.  like  other  mental  disorders,  an  exag¬ 
geration  of  an  unnatural  physical  state. 

It  is^uuong  women,  be  declares,  that 
this  symptom  of  mental  disorder  is  most 
often  seen.  Lacking  thephysical  strength 
of  man  iu  moet  instances,  they  are  un¬ 
able  to  withstand  the.  depression  that 
sometimes  seizes  them.  That  depression 
gives  birth  to  a  desire  to  be  unobserved. 

Here  is  tbe  beginning  of  the  fit  of  shy¬ 
ness  which  resales  in  unbalancing  the 
mind  and  creating  tbe  idea  that  the 
very  sight  of  others  is  an  affliction  to  be 
avoided.

The  germs  of  this  disease  cannot  i4v 
tain  a  fixithold  until  the  resistive  pow¬ 
ers  of  the  tissues  have  been  reduced. 
There  must  be  not  only  the  seed,  but  the 
soil.  This  imimired  power  of  resistance 
may  be  the  result  of  heredity,  and  this 
influence  in  tbe  causation  of  disease  is 
M'ldorn  shown  to  better  advantage  than 
in  the  history  of  consumption.  There 
have  been  instances  in  which  a  single 
case  introduced  into  a  long  and  sound 
ancestry  has -vitiated  the  stock  forever. 

How  unfortunate  that  such  matters 
are  so  little  considered  in  marrying  and 
giving  in  marriage!  It  is  not  that  tbe 
disease  is  inherited,  but  tbe  vulnerable 
tivmiw,  the  feeble  reaietive  powers,  ren¬ 
der  the  offspring  an  easy  prey  to  the 
ubiquitous  bacillus.  Tliis  weakiiesa  often 
allows  itself  by  a  tendency  to  become  ill 
from  slight  causes,  a  sickliness  not  by 
any  means  to  be  confounded  with  merely 
a  lack  of  robustnfsa  or  strength.  One 
organ  or  part  cf,  thc  body,  frequently 
the  mucous  membrane,  is  usually  more 
prone  to  Lecmue  uhet  tod,  and  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  disease  call  often  be  traced 
to  au  attack  1 1  seme. slight  ailment. 

Not  only  t'  children  <  f  consumptive 
parei.ts  may  show  those  characteristics, 
hut  also  those  of  purents  generally  en¬ 
feebled,  or  whose  ages  are  widely  «e pa¬ 
int*  vi,  or  who  are  closely  related  by  blood, 
or  of  a  mother  who  has  previously  home 
p.  number  Ip  quick  succession.  Even 
when  heredity  is  sound  the  same  condi¬ 
tion  is  souU  timoH  induced  l.y  cuddling, 
by  Improper  fending,  by  attacks  of  acute 
disease  or  by  want  and  distress.  In 
growing  children  a  bad  carriage  of  body 
may  act  injuriously  by  contracting  and 
dt  forming  the  cheat.  The  st*ioped  posi-

This  area  would 
be  capable  of  supporting  9,060,000  head 
of  deer  and  would  make  a  useless,  bar¬ 
ren  waste  conducive  to  the  wealth  and 
prosperity  of  the  United  States.  The  only 
way  to  utilize  this  tundra  moas  and  con¬ 
vert  it  into  food  aud  clothing  for  qivn  is 
by  its  transformation  into  deer  meat 
and  furs.  Besides  the  fact  that  reindeer 
meat  is  considered  a  (treat  delicacy  aud 
that  Russia  exports  it  frozen  in  carloads 
to  Germany  and  that  the  Norwegian  Pre¬ 
serving  company  uses  large  quantities 
of  it  for  caiming,  the  skins  when  tanned 
are  soft  and  of  a  beautiful  yellow  color 
and  have  a  ready  sale  with  the  manu¬ 
facturers  of  military  pantaloons,  gloves, 
bookbindings  anctf  furniture  covers.  The 
hair  also  is  in  demand  for  filling  life 
saving  apparatus  (buoys,  etc. ),  as  it 
possesses  a  wonderful  degree  of  buoy¬ 
ancy.  while  the  best  existing  glue  is 
made  from  reindeer  horns  The  Church 
at  Home  and  Abroad.
